GEKMAK EMt&ItATtON. 
It njipems from n cotrespotideaer. pub. 
lietied last week by ono of our contempo- 
raries, that it is proposed to establish a 
syateni of emigration, in large uuntborB, 
from Gcrnwny to New Soiitl! Wnlea. 

Under the present cireumatnnccs of the 
Colony, wo arc glid to ace any opening 
for the iiitroduclion of labour, come from 
irtint pirt of the world it nuaj. For tjut- 
posei o enaigriition to these shores, ihe 
ports of GrcM Britiin an u effectually 
shut as though Ibcy had been subjected 
to llio most rigorous embargo. The land 
fund eilingnished, and lord Stahl*v's 
Land Act precluding ill hope of in revival 
for Borne years, to come, then rcmiiit but 
two sources for tho introduction nf firth, 
supplies of labour : the negotiation, of a 
Gsreminent Ituu sa the security of the 
Colonial revenues, slid the private exer- 
tions of the Colonists themselves. As to 
a loan, though ao repeatedly recorameuded 
by "tho Legislative Council, and so tu> 
ofluiiraeally approved by the large mojority 
of bur inteltigcDt settlers, we see but smalt 
chonee of its meetuig tritlt thecounte- 
nnnceof Miniateri, nnrlwitlioiittheir concur- 
rence tile schtrme would be allovcther i*. 
paeliciible. 

It comet to this, tlien— tint .the Colo- 
nists must look to themselves. They 
are throvm sample tely upon their emu 
resources. Their own sagacity must be 
taxed for tho devising of wnya end 
means: their own energies must be 
unitedly employed in the execution of 
weH-cOoctrteJ 1 plans. To a certain en- 
tent, this honourable spirit of self, 
reliance has . ' already eshibked eu- 
courigiaj symptoms of activity. The 
forraatitBi of a central Association for pro- 
moting Ihe introduction erf labour from 
India; and the institution of branch So- 
defies in several parts oflhc interior for 
the tame important object, afford proofs 
(hat our landowners nnd flockmosters are 
not disposed to sit down in despair under 
the blundering administration of their 
rulers ; but, on Che eontmry, are deter- 
mined to obey, the die lutes of nlaw su- 
perior to all the laws on the statute-hook— 
the law of Mir-presmation, the "first law 
ofnfttOM." .j' 

The same necessity which lecnueilet 
the colonists to the introduction nf Coolies, 
disposes them to listen favourably to this 
proposition for the introduction of Ger- 
mans. From tho documents before ua, 
which wo subjoin to this article, the 
proffered advantages of immigration from 
Germany appear to be three: — 

1 . Ibiu rata of rwoei.— " Shepherds, 
vine-dressera, liouse-servants, and agricul- 
tural labourers, would gladly engage them- 
selves for a period of years at the rate of 
jCIS per annum, with the usual rations; 
while good mechanics may be advan- 
tageously hired as tho case may rcrpilre, 
and as may be respired upon bctnecn tho 
Company [or cm ployera] and their Agent." 

2. Cenfer/o-Hce wllfoml rxpttiw fa the 
em/ifoyers.— Tho whole cost of the passage 
out ia estimntcd at dCI'i per head, one- 
half of which is to he paid detvn by the 
emigrants titemsclrcs, and the other to 
be advanced by the employers, but tinier 
n bond frotn the emigrants to repay tlic 
amount so advanced by such instalments, 
out of their wages, at may be agreed 

rtpan.

man emigration h to be reconciled with the 
tirsfi'iiKjwtt of tho labourers. "When 
such people emigrate, 11 says Hi , Swaiku, 
"they aiually take with litem a pastor: 
if not, one of their own body acts s.s an 
elder, who supplies the place of a regular 
clergyman. Hut with such » body (Acre 
can lie only Iht eioiee tiiietnn ncccjiftiry 
them all, or rejecting tlant nJl, Tliey 
take with them old am! young. Out of a 
hotly of two hundred souls, twepty.jivo may 
consist of men mid women who ares too old 
to work, nnd at least nt many who ate 
under the age of ail years ; the rsmninder 
chiefly consist of persons from riftcon to 
forty-fire years of ago, out of which one.linlf 
would he females. Neither age uor sickness 
would Ireconsiilcrcduythcpartyssn disquali- 
fication for emigration; nnd if the strong 
and vigorous agree to hear the eeentnsl ex- 
pense of the aged and infirm, I sec no ob- 
jection to their being taken." Itiaadded, 
however, in Mr. Swaike's other letter, 
Lhat "nil the vtoiufn are inured to hus- 
bmidry, nnd would almost till (he plnec of 
n uian, andhalfthc children would ben*, 
vicrnblc'in one way or other." 

Of the two hundred souls thus emigrat- 
ing as n body, one fourth would, it appears, 
consist of men mid women too old to work 
and of children under the years of age. Jhe 
answer to this, as an objection to the 
scheme, is, tlrnt the aged would be sup- 
ported by thcotiicre, and thnt the children 
won!! be trained to the habits of Cnloainl 
industry. Hut would the society separate? 
Would they consent to ge^to different 
Jim la of the counlry, in tlio employ 
of different masters? Or would they 
insist upon settling en mBJSt , aj an' 
undivided village or commuuityt If 
■the latter should he theie determination, 
the plan would answer only for large land- 
owners disposed to lease out llieir estates, 
and (a establish a peasant tenantry ; but 
for the ordinary purposes of nur farmers 
and grniiora it would be altogether nn- 
suited. 

The other point which nppears to us 
somewhnt inconsistent with the practica- 
bility f tlio uudertakiug -is, that the 
emigrants arc not lo hind themselves to 
the employers. 'by whose funds they 
imported. " Each cmigi-out irould hold 
himself cm nrrivol free ft engage bis scr- 
iees on the best terms in his power ; and 
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thoniielvM to the jiarfics couceriicd, cud 
vbieh cannot «o eonvenienlly be done 
- rough the instrumentality of epliiolsry

"With' these prefatory observations, we 
now leouo.the documents to apeak: for 
themselves, hoping that the objections we 
have pointed out may admit of satisfactory 
adjustment, and that, hy judicious modi- 
fication, the plan may prove useful in re» 
crtiiting our scanty labour rnnrkot. 

PROPOSED SCHEME FOR THE IM- 
THOJJUCTION OP GERMAN JMMI- 
GRANra IK TO NEW SOUTH WALES. 
It is proposed that ttoctholders and others 
who may bo interested in proouriaga moral 
nnd industrious class of immigrants, should 
form themselves into a.CompJiny, to he called 
" The German Immigration Company." 

The most important consideration is a fitond 
proper person to act as Agent in carrying the 
objects of the Society into operation. Doubt- 
less n gentleman might be found in the colony, 
who ia acquainted not only with the language, 
but also with tlic manners end habits of the 
tscTinans: and one who cnuld give security 
for the faithful appropriation of any funds 
which may he entrusted to him for the furllicr- 
anen of snob a shctne. 

This bcine; premised, the first stop is to be 
taken in the ta-opcrn|jon of sny forty or 
fifty gentlemen, who would charter a vessel 
in Hamburg, which would be dig most con- 
venient port for embarkation. 

The class uf immigrants winch are, pro- 
posed to be introduced to this colony, arc 
vinc-rlrcsscrs, shepherds, house servants, 
agricultural Labourers, and good mechanics, 
of every description. 

Wurtcmherg would furnish ohuiulnnee of 
persons of tlic above descriplio:

exchange them for flock. In n sliurt lime 
their flock-beds were exchanged for straw, 
and nt. Inst tliey sold the straw-bed and 
lay upon the floor. Yesterday morning 
betbra he left Coventry, having been too 
late for tbe train, he went back ; and while 
hp liad been nwny an individual bad called, 
nud ha said — " Mr. Taunibn, 1 want £1 [I. 
You bare knowu mo twenty years". I nin 
a member of a Dissenting congregation : 
I never, was in a public-house more than 
once or twice in my life, nnd I never was 
iutoiicnted. You' knaw my cbsrsetef 
for industry, I have worked bard 
forty yeara ; and unless you assist 
inc 1 sbidl have the baililfs to-morrow, and 
we must nil go to the parish." This state 
of thing! frenuently came .under his notice. 

The proceedings of the day were wound 
up by a speech from Mr. George 1'hoinp- 
sou ; a vehement attack upon "mono- 
poly.;" with more suggentivc hints, 
attend ou bis own responsibility, hut 
greatly cheered— "I rejoice lo find my- 
self in an unti- in Duopoly meeting. This 
is an. anti-starvation meeting ea auti-iu- 
surreciioit meeting, an' anti-robbery, and 
anti-murder meeting. Remember vonr 
positiou. ■ This is n eilais.' If mono'poly 
live, our country dies. Monopoly has 
passed sentence of death upaii the. com- 1 
merce, industry,' arid prosperity of ..the 
nation. The lenience is itr process of 
execution. Will yon sec Ilia fatal work 
completed 1 A word to yon, my country, 
men. This die moo has robhed nnd I 
starred you ; but you haivG power to aturvc 
the dicmon. Will ypu do this T ' Will 
you support the injustice of whieb you. 
nrc the victims? Have you. the- spirit 
of aelf-deninl f If you have, the p 
is in your own bauds — a pure, peaceful, 
irrepressible, omnipotent power. Do you 
believe you are tused unjustly, unequally — 
and to support monopoly?" If you do, 
then ciuiatly leave the law to take its course. 
AlHtndon every taxetl nrtislc tlint yoll can 
do without, and let yoiir goodB go to. pay 
the Iiteome-ta,v mid the Assessed Tuxes". 
The law leaves yuu the choice of paying b 
goorbj, in money, or in your person, The 
payment of money is your own net. Tbe 
taking of your goods fs the act of the Go- 
vernment. Let til cm go. I. should like 
to see tbe Government try to iinil purcha- 
sers for the goods of five thousand persons 
who had refused to cjivc the tai-gathcr his

mersion. A sum of S.aOO.Oao francs, in 
gold, despatched ta this country by tlie 
unhappy Louis XVI, is stated to have 
formed a portion of this precious cargo.

eincienc in its working, or more completely 
overcoming the. difficulties attending .the 
problem, than thutof Mr.Bhiv.land. The 
propeller itself is extremely simple inform, 
consisting of a variable number of arms 
radiating from the centre, tbe extremity of 
each arm being provided with "a number of 
Hat blades, in close succession, nud each 
being phcetl transversely to; anil forming 
a slight angle with, that immediately below 
it. The whole surface presented by each 
set of blades meets tlie water at the great- 
est depth in on angular position, and. in 
rising, ot descending allows the water to 
pass through the small openings between 
tbe plates. One of the most important 
and remarkable pouita of the invention is, 
the . nietliol of conveying the motion to 
the sBaftof the propeller. This is effected 
through the medium of drums ami pulleys 
cnnneclod by straps or ropes,; the .working 
of which is perfectly smooth nnd noiseless, 
K great advantage ctjrhpnred with r lhc ays. 
tern of spur wheels nnd pinions previously 
employed, thc-noise and tremulous motion 
frorU'Which ia represented as ; intolerable, 
in bringing his invention before tlie pub- 
lic, Mr. JUaxlatid has followed' a course 
which by establishing a direct 'comparison 
with the old system settles the question of 
superiority in the most "unanswerable way. 
His first, application of the propeller was 
to the Jafie, a paddle-wheel stenm-boaf of" 
3 tons, with ku engine of J-horse power, 
detaining the same engine, he moved tins- 
vessel aba speed of 7% miles per hour, ob- 
taining ou increase ot 2£ on its previous- 
velocity. The propel 1 cr has been now ap- 
plied in the same way to another steani- 
boat, the Sitnyims'e, from which tho pad- 
dle-wheels have been removed! while the 
cosines, at 20-horsc power each, are re- 
tained,' and on Saturday last, at twelve 
o'clock, five of the Lords of the Admiralty, 
namely; Lord Haddington, Sir G, Cook- 
hurn, Sir W; H. Gage.

Corry, to- 
gether , with the Hon, S. Herbert, tlie 
Secretary, were received on 'board hy Mr.

Tlie 
vessel then proceeded down tlie river to 
within it short distance of Deptfoi d Dockr 
yard, and returned to iVhitehall-staire by 
a quarter past two o'clock, Diiriug tie 
whole trip their Lordships, paid the closest 
attention to the working. of the system, 
and informed themselves minutely on every 
pnrtimlnv.

Notwith- 
standing the disadvantages presented by 
the build of the Sit'i/tauM, .which renders 
her name somewhat ironical, Mr. Blaxland 
has succeeded in increasing her speed from 
71 miles tn !) .pcr hour... An. increase !of 
speed audi na this, which Mr..Blnx]<uid in 
every instance promises, together with the 
other advantages of getting rid of such in- 
cumbrances, both in weight nnti hulk, as 
pnddlc wheels aud boxes, and the absuiica 
of all swell from tlie motion of die pro- 
peller, render it almost beyond a doiibt 
that Mr. Blaxlnntl will shortly see his in- 
vention generally adopted, It was ex- 
pected that the Jam would also have been 
ui attendance last Saturday, but this was 
prevented in conscqncDCo of'her having 
been sent to Endficld, where the enriu- 
bilitics oftlieinventinn for canal nnvigatloa- 
wero to be tested.

Move u Merrton or Sfah now-snorn - 
ikc— Some ninusemont has of late been 
created ill the neierhbonrbood of the 
whaTfs at Hungerfbrd, by a novel method 
of sparrow-shooting, adopted by two 
foreigners, who seemed to pursue the 
sport with all tbe avidity of country prac- 
titioners. Their gun consists merely of a 
Jong piece of wood, about the circumference 
of a common brush liandle, and somewhere 
near four feet in length, with a hole drilled 
straight down tho centre, capable of ad- 
mitting anything circular of the largeness 
of a HDall-iBcd pistol bullet.
